Te if any Perſons, to the Num- 
ber of Twelve, or more, being un- 
lawfully and riotouſly aſſembled together, 
to diſturb the — Peace, 0 being 
commanded to depart by any one Juſtice 
of the Peace, or Sheriff of the County, 
or Under-Sheriff, or by the Mayor, Bai- 
liff, or other Head-Officer, or Juſtice of 
the Peace of any City or 'Town-Cor- 
— where ſweh Aſſembly ſhall be; 
y Proclamation to be made in the King's 
Name, in theſe Words, or like in Effect 
(Our Sovereign Lord the King chargeth 
and commanded all Perſons, being aſ- 
ſembled, immediately to diſperſe them- 
ſelves, and peaceably to depart to their 
Habitations, or to their lawful Buſineſs, 
Upon the Pains contained in the Act made 
in the firſt Year of K. George, for pre- 
venting Tumults and riotous Aſſemblies) 
ſhall not diſperſe themſelves, and peace- 
ably depart to their Habitations and Cal- 
lings, ſhall to the Number of Twelve, or 
more, riotouſly and tumultuouſly remain

Benefit of Clergy, and ſuffer Death as a 
Felon ; and if any Perſon ſhall wilfully _ 
oppoſe or hurt ny Perſon in making 
Proclamation, as aforeſaid, ſhall be ad- 
zudged Felony, without Benefit of Clergy; 
and in Caſe any ſuch Houſe for religious 
"Worſhip ſhall be pull'd down or demo- 
liſn'd out of any City or Town, the Inha- 
bitants of ſuch Hundred ſhall be liable to 
make Good ſuch Damages, and the Action 
may be laid on two or more of ſuch In- 
habitants, .and brought in the Name of 
the Rector, Vicar, or Curate of ſuch 
Church or Chapel that ſhall be ſo damni- 
fied ; and all other Dwelling-houſes or 
Out-houſes ſo damnified, ſhall be made

HAT if any menial, or other 
| Servant, through Negligence or 
Careleſneſs, ſhall fire, or cauſe to be 
fired, any -Dwelling-houſe or Out-houſe, 


ſuch Servant being thereof lawfully 


convicted by the Oath of one or more 
credible Witneſſes, made before two or 
more of her Majeſty's Juſtices of the 
Peace, ſhall forfeit and pay the Sum of 
One hundred Pounds unto the Church- 
wardens of ſuch Pariſh where ſuch Fire 
ſhall happen, to be diſtributed amongſt 


the Sufferers by ſuch Fire, in ſuch Pro- 
portion às to the ſaid Church-wardens 


ſhall ſeem juſt, and in Caſe of Defaulr 


or 
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or Refuſal to pay the ſame immediately 
after ſuch Conviction, the ſame being
